Reagan completes last budget proposal 


WASHINGTON — President Reagan sends Congress his final budget 
proposal Monday, a $1.15 trillion spending plan that would award the military 
a hefty increase while calling for the elimination of scores of domestic pro- 
grams. 

But Congress is already looking beyond Reagan’s budget to see how Presi- 
dent-elect George Bush will keep his campaign promises to boost spending for 
education, child care and housing without raising taxes while at the same time 
erasing the budget deficit through a “flexible freeze” on other government 
programs. 

The Reagan administration insists that its final budget, for the 1990 fiscal 
year, which begins next Oct. 1, is not irrelevant even though Reagan will be 
out of office 11 days after it is unveiled. 

Joseph R. Wright Jr., Reagan’s budget director, said the spending plan 
would give Bush an excellent starting point for his own negotiations because it 
does not seek any new taxes and leaves Social Security untouched, two 
commitments Bush also has made. 

Reagan will leave office with a budget that proposes collecting $1.06 trillion 
in revenues and spending $1.15 trillion, leaving a budget deficit of $92.5 billion. 

The deficit figure, if realized, would be the lowest since a $73.7 billion deficit 
in 1981, the year Reagan took office with a pledge to balance the budget by 
1984. 


Soviets stop building chemical weapons 


PARIS — The Soviet Union has stopped producing chemical weapons and 
will start destroying its massive stockpiles this year, Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard A. Shevardnadze announced Sunday. 

Addressing an international conference on chemical weapons, Shevard- 
nadze said the Soviet Union is finishing construction of a chemical arms 
elimination facility that will go into operation this year. 

He said his country would not wait for an accord to be reached at the Geneva 
talks on chemical weapons before beginning to destroy its stockpile. 

American delegates to the conference said the Soviets were simply playing 
catch-up. A senior U.S. official said the United. States had been routinely 
destroying aging chemical weapons since the early 1980s. 

Shevardnadze said representatives of other countries will be invited to visit 
the Soviet facility, but he did not specify when. 

Shevardnadze said the Soviet position had “changed quite radically” in the 
recent past, going from manufacturing chemical weapons to abandoning them 
altogether. 


Force to examine cause of dike rupture 


ST. GEORGE — A task force of independent investigators plans to 
begin work this week to determine the cause of the New Year’s Day rupture of 
Quail Creek dike. 

Richard B. Hall, directing engineer for dam safety, Utah Division of Water 
Rights, said the blue-ribbon panel will be “a group of engineers that had 
nothing to do with the project.” 

Whether geological hazards that engineers working on the project have 
known about for years were adequately addressed will be a major question 
facing the task force. 

Geologic hazards at the dam site were listed in a memorandum by Utah 
Geological and Mineral Survey engineering geologist Bruce Kaliser on April 
11, 1988, before the dike was built. 

The report said gypsum in fill material intended for the dike’s construction 
could be a problem, as gypsum dissolves when wet. “What assurance is there 
that the gypsum won’t dissolve and create a reduced strength of embank- 
ment?” Kaliser wrote. 


Hirohito’s funeral rites to last six weeks 


TOKYO — Emperor Hirohito’s body was wrapped in a white cloth and 
placed in a coffin Sunday to lie in state for six weeks of funeral rites that the 
Cabinet announced will culminate in a Feb. 24 burial. 

Japan entered a new imperial era of Heisei, or “achieving peace,” while 
thousands of police were deployed to prevent attacks by radical leftist and 
rightist groups who equate the emperor with Japanese militarism and nation- 
alism 

While 438,376 mourners braved drizzling rain to honor the dead emperor at 
the Imperial Palace, less respectful opposition legislators squabbled about 
who will pay for the lengthy funeral rites.

37 killed when British jet crashed Sunday 


KEGWORTH, England — A Belfast-bound jetliner carrying 126 people 
crashed in central England Sunday and broke into pieces, killing at least 37 
people and injuring 76, officials said. The airline said the crash was caused by 
engine failure and ruled out sabotage. 

The British Midland Airways Boeing 737-400 was en route from London’s 
Heathrow Airport to Northern Ireland when it developed engine trouble, the 
Civil Aviation Authority said. 

The jet attempted to land at East Midlands Airport near Nottingham, about 
100 miles north of London, but undershot the runway by a half-mile and 
crashed alongside a highway, smashed into an embankment and broke apart, 
police said. Witnesses reported an engine in flames as the aircraft came in low. 

Assistant Chief Constable Tony Butler told a news conference 37 people 
were believed dead and more were still in the wreckage. Butler said he did not 
know whether the trapped people were dead or alive. 

It was also not certain that all 37 killed were aboard the plane, since police 
reported there may have been casualties in cars on the highway.

All work and no play would make 
Provo a dull place. 

The agenda for the development of 
Provo does make projections for new 
possibilities of diversion for those 
who are interested in doing some- 
thing other than just making money. 

“As you tab economic development 
as the primary goal with the need for 
new development to boost taxes and 
so on, it’s interesting that every de- 
partment i is able to zero in on areas of 
the development,” said LeRoy Den- 
nis, director of Parks and Recreation 
in Provo, who also said the city regu- 
larly conducts surveys to assess the 
demands of the public. “We are in a 
fairly major upswing in this area in 
the need for new recreation.” 

Sports being by far the most re- 
quested form of recreation, according 
to Dennis, the city has added to its 
sports programs wallyball, a sport 
that combines elements of racquetball 
and volleyball, co-ed volleyball and 
softball in the Provo Recreation Cen- 
ter. Slow-pitch softball now occupies 
92 teams and a new softball complex 
in the southwest area of the city is 
being planned for 1990. 

Strategic Planning Director Jerry 
Howell referred to the city’s master 
plan for future development of the 
city with regards to recreation. 

This year, Wilderness Park on 1600 
W. 500 North provided two of its 10 
existing pavilions with additional 
parking and a playground with a duck 
pond. 

A series of small parks in the area of 
the Utah Lake Boat Harbor will 
provide archery and tennis facilities, 
a sports complex, an advanced physi- 
cal fitness complex and a children’s 
park, Howell said.

When BYU students leave Utah 
Valley for winter vacation between 
semesters or for the summer months, 
local businesses notice a difference. 

“Business drops a little at the end of 
the fall semester, but it is especially 
noticeable during the springtime,” 
said Linda Bradford, marketing di- 
rector at the University Mall in 
Orem. The Christmas shopping rush 
makes up for some of it during the

When there is.a decrease, Bradford 
said it is mostly noticeable inthe pur- 
chase of “Women’s Ready-to-Wear” 
clothing. “We also notice a surge in 
business right before school starts in 
the fall and right before the Christ- 
mas break,” she said. 

Bradford said she has worked in 
another college town and she noticed 
the same kind of trends there. 

Shelia Woodson, an employee for 
Sounds Easy Video and Pizza, said 
she thinks the clientele of the store is 
about 70 percent BYU students. 

“There are slowdowns during the 
vacation that pick up again when stu- 
dents get back,” she said. But the 
slowdowns are combatted by the in- 
crease in use by the families that re- 
main in Utah Valley. 
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It is a lot more noticeable right be- 
fore school gets out in the spring and 
when students leave for the summer, 
said Woodson. 

In 1986, BYU organized a commit- 
tee to examine the economic impact 
that it has on the surrounding commu- 
nity. The analysis included the uni- 
versity itself, full-time staff and stu- 
dents. 

According to the study, BYU, at 
the time, was the largest employer in 


Utah County. Student employees | 


spent approximately 73 percent and 
full-time employees spent about 70 
percent of their resources in Utah 
County. Amounts expended did not 
include property taxes or contribu- 
tions. 

The students surveyed included 
only those who either worked on cam- 
pus or received money from outside of 
Utah County. It did not include those 
who work in the community. 

BYU affects the community in 
ways other than direct spending. It 
offers a wide range of services, in- 
cluding the Comprehensive Clinie, 


which offers clinics and therapy ses- 
sions either free of charge or at a re- ; 


duced price. 

According to the study, the univer- 
sity brings national recognition to 
Utah Valley and also attracts more 
than 700,000 visitors a year. 
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outsiders are beginning to realize that 
Utah does have a superior work ethic 
compared to other states. Our busi- 
nesses are usually more productive 
than their counterparts in other re- 
gions of the nation,” Golightly said.

BYU dean from 1965-72 dies

The dean of general colleges at 
BYU from 1965-1972, Lester B. 
Whetten, died Saturday, Dec. 3. 

Whetten taught Book of Mormon 
and Church History at BYU and was 
the director of public relations from 
1956-65. He then was appointed dean 
of general colleges where he worked 
until he retired in 1972. 

Whetten, 84, was born June 23 in 
Colonia Garcia, Chih., Mexico. 

Whetten completed his primary 
and secondary education at church 
schools at Juarez Stake in Mexico be- 
fore coming to BYU in 1927. 

He received his bachelor’s degree 
in 1932 and a master’s in 1934 from 
BYU in animal husbandry and then 
served a two-and-a-half year resi- 
dence at the University of Chicago 
from 1934-37 earning a doctorate de- 
gree. Following his _ residence, 
Whetten was appointed administra- 
tive dean'of Chicago ‘College of Os- 
teopathy. He served from.#937-42. 

He‘later served as superintendant 
of schools in Conejos County, Colo.; 
chairman of the Department of Agri- 


culture at Mesa College in Grand, 
Junction, Colo.; and as president of 


Snow College in Ephraim before be- 
ing hired by BYU.

A volunteer coordinator at the 
Rape Crisis Hotline in Salt Lake City 
who wished to be identified only as 
Nancy said there is at least one rape 
or sexual assault in Salt Lake City 


every day. She said only 2 percent of | 


the rapists are convicted nationally 
each year. 

Nancy said the hotline encourages 
women who have been raped to con- 
tact them if they need help or some- 
one to talk to. 

“It doesn’t matter when they were 
raped. Sometimes we get calls from 
women who were raped 10 years ago 
who still can’t live with it,” she said. 
“Sometimes they will call us and we 
just talk. Jf nothing else it helps them 
make it through the night.” 

Nancy said the hotline does not tell 
rape victims what to do, but gives 
them different options that allow 
them to make their own decisions in 
overcoming the trauma associated 
with rape. 

One of the options Nancy suggests 
women do following a rape is to call 
the police or go to the hospital. At the 
hospital, a rape crisis worker will visit 
the victim to help her get an examina- 
tion and overcome the trauma. 

Nancy said the examination, called 
a Code R, determines the physical 
condition of the victim and tries to

find physical evidence that would help 
investigators locate the assailant. 

“They (the victims) feel dirty after 
a rape and their first reaction is to 
take a shower, but its important that 
they don’t shower or douche before 
going to the hospital,” said Nancy. 

She said women should go to the 
hospital as soon as possible after the 
rape and they should not change 
clothes. 

Nancy said. if a. woman reports the 
rape within seven days they can re- 
ceive a $25,000 victims’. reparation 
fund provided by the state that covers 
the cost of medical bills and income for 
lost work as a result of the rape. 

The Rape Crisis Hotline will 
provide a free eight-week counsel- 


_ing period for rape victims, which is 


aimed at helping women overcome 
the trauma and fear that.comes from 
the rape. “Some women become phys- 
ically ill if they smell the soap scent 
worn by the rapist, even after many 
years.” 

Nancy said because the hotline vol- 
unteers are anonymous it makes it 


easier for victims to talk to someone, 


to help get their thoughts in order and 
decide what is the best route for them 
to overcome the trauma. 

Nancy said there are several things 
women can do to stop a rape from 
occurring if there is an assault. 

“They can stick their fingers down 
their throat and throw-up on the guy, 
or they can urinate on them,” she
